Program 
helps 
students 
rebound

If a name was chosen for the first class of 
the Grayling Viking Viston Career 
Academy, “The Fine Nine” may be the 
most appropriate, 

Nine students were enrolled in the 
Grayling Viking Vision Career Academy 
during the 2010-11 school year. The pro- 
gram, funded by an Office of Juvenile 
Justice and Delinquency Prevention grant, 
is a collaborative effort between the 
Crawford AuSable School District: and 
Crawford County Family Court, The aim of 
the program is to help freshman and sopho- 
more students, at risk of falling behind or 
dropping out of school, to stay on track for 
graduation at Grayling High School and 
pursue careers in their chosen field. 

Eighty percent of the freshman students 
enrolled in the program achieved 7.5 cred- 
its toward their graduation requirements, 
the most eredits a student could achieve. 
One student exceeded the school’s atten- 
dance policy, but still earned all credits 
toward graduation, One sophomore student, 
who had one credit, earned six additional 
credits since entering the program. Another 
student, who earned one credit during the 
school’s first trimester, obtained four cred- 
its since entering the program. A total of 78 
percent of the students enrolled in the 
Grayling Vtking Vision Career Academy 
program averaged 75 percent on a U.H. 
History final exam, which is given to all 
students at Grayling High School as part of 
their social studies curriculum, Four stu- 
dents were included in the Grayling Viking 
Renaissance Program, which recognizes 
students for their attendance, positive atti- 
tudes and academics.

The barracks are air con- 
ditioned and heated. They 
will be utilized more, 
$s replacing barracks built in 
the late 1960s and carly 
1970s that required troops 
10 go lo off site bathrooms. 
The older barracks are fur- 
nished with steel bunk beds 
built for World War II. 

During carly spring and 
late summer, cool tempera- 
tures sent troops scram- 
bling into Grayling to buy 
space heaters. 

“If youre (raining during 
that ime of year, you hope 
for good weather,” said Lt. 
Col. Jim Gardiner, deputy 
post commander for Camp 
Grayling. 

During some days, sol- 
diers spend up to 20 hours 
a day training as they com- 
plete carly morning and 
nighttime range firing to 
prepare them to battle in 
the rugged terrain in 
Afghanistan. Troops can 
now stay al Camp Grayling 
year round and train up to 
three weeks or more if 
they’re being mobilized for 
the global war on terrorism.

of Commerce and talk about prob-

address, and offered plenty of

He praised state budget efforts

Then he warned that Michigan

Agencies commit to long-term 
Kirtland’s warbler management 


The U.S. Forest Service, 
U.S. Fish and Wildlife 
Service and Michigan 
Department of Natural 
Resources signed a memo- 
randuin of agreement pledg- 
ing to continue conservation 
efforts for the endangered 
Kirtland’s warbler regardless 
of the warbler’s status under 
the Endangered Species Act 
on May 21. 


The Memorandum = of 


Understanding (MOU), 
signed at Kirtland 
Community Coflege’s annual 
Kirdand’s Warbler Wildlife 
Festival is a first step toward 
eventually removing — the 
Kirtland’s warbler from the 
list of endangered and threat- 
ened species. 

“This is an historic mile- 
stone in the recovery of this 
bird,” said Charles Wooley, 
deputy director of the U. S. 
Forest. Service’s Midwest 
Region. “For decades, a ded- 
icated = partnership has 
worked to keep — the 
Kirtland’s warbler from the 
brink of extinction, and we 
have been successful. We are 
now ready to look ahead to 
securing the future of the 
warbler beyond the point that 
Endangered Species Act pro- 
tection is needed.” 

As a conservation-reliant 
species, the Kirtland’s war- 
bler will always be depen- 
dent on annual habitat man- 
agement and control of para- 
sitic cowbirds. The memo- 
randum secures agency com- 


mitments for long-term habi- 


fat management, population 
monitoring, and coordina- 
tion. 

“By signing this agree- 
ment, we are committing that 
we will continue to work 
together on one of the great 
success stories about conser- 
vation and the recovery of 
endangered species,” said 
Gene Blankenbaker, acting

“The Kirtland’s warbler 
recovery is one of conserva- 
tion’s unsung success sto- 


rics,” said Russ Mason, chief 


of the Wildlife Division for

Natural Resources. “We 
brought) North America’s 
rarest warbler back from the 
brink of extinction, while 
creating jobs based on timber 
products and tourism.” 

Kirtland’s warblers nest 
exclusively in jack pine 
forests. Loss of suitable 
habitat and nest parasitism 
by brown-headed cowbirds 
caused their population to 
decline sharply. By 1974, 
the population had plummet- 
ed to 167 singing males. 
Efforts by state, federal and 
private partners to save the 
species from extinction have 
paid off: a 2010 count found 
1,773 singing males, includ- 
ing 1,747 from Michigan 
with an additional 23 males 
observed in Wisconsin and 
three males observed in 
Ontario, Canada, 

“This legacy moment is 
the result of creative thinking 
by the original recovery team 
members to address the 
needs of this critically 
endangered species while 
remaining sensitive to the 
needs of the local communi- 
ly’s economic well-being 
and to the ecological needs 
of other young jack pine 
associates,’ said == Carol 
Bocetti, leader of the 
Kirtland’s Warbler Recovery 
Team. “Subsequent 
Recovery Team decisions 
built on this foundation 
through good science and 
cooperative interagency 
decision-making to develop 
the key conservation strate- 
gies that this Memorandum 
of Understanding secures 


into the future. I am so 


proud to have been a part of 


this amazing partnership.” 


While numbers of 


Kirtland’s warblers have sur- 
passed numeric recovery 
goals, ongoing management 
is needed to ensure their pop- 
ulation continues to. thrive. 
About 190,000 acres of pub- 
lic lands are managed by the 
Michigan Department of 
Natural Resources, the U.S. 
Forest Service and the U.S. 
Fish and Wildtife Service 
specifically to meet the 
Kirtland’s warbler nesting 
habitat requirements, 

Efforts must also continue 
to control brown-headed 
cowbirds. In 2010, 60 cow- 
bird traps captured 3,540 
cowbirds, aiding in efforts to 
prevent nest parasitism, Over 
151,740 cowbirds have been 
trapped during the 39 years 
of this program. 

Until 1995 Kirtland’s war- 
blers had only been known to 
nest in the northern part of 
Michigan’s Lower Peninsula. 
Today, they also nest in the 
Upper Peninsula, and since 
2007, have nested = in 
Wisconsin and Canada. They 
migrate from their nesting 
grounds to the southeastern 
coast of the United States on 
their way {to wintering 


-grounds in the Bahamas. 


Avid birdwatchers seek 
out sightings of the 
Kirtland’s warbler, and the 
Kirtland’s Warbler Wildlife 
Festival has become an annu- 
al celebration of the species.
